SEVERE AND GENERAL 


“There is doubt that this js a 
severe general storm,” said Prof. 
Henry J. Cox, local government 
meteorologist. “Through the West 
it takes the character of a blizzard. 

“The wind may not reach its 
maximum until tonight, but it will 
be strong. Because the tempera- 
ture is. just around freezing point 
and may rise or fall a few degrees 
it is impossible to forecast wheth- 
er snow or rain will fall until the 
center of the storm passes over. I 
am quite sure we shall have rain 
for a time at least, but it may 
turn back to snow. e 


“There is no prospect of much 
lower temperatures. There is no 
cold wave in the northwest at all. 
The center of the storm will pass 
over the Great Lakes region some 
time tomorrow, after which we 
may expect a clearing of the 
weather with slightly higher tem- 
peratures.”’ | 


A spread of the disturbance over 
the entire region of the Great 
Lakes and Upper Missi<sippi Valley 
was predicted in the official fore- 
cast.

OMAHA SNOWED UNDER

OMAHA, March 15.—Omaha to- 
day was digging itself out of the 
snow which the worst storm in the 
city’s history left behind it. More 
than nineteen inches of snow fell, 
shattering all records of the loca! 
Weather Bureau. 

Last night a blizzard prevailed 
in Eastern Nebraska and Western 
Iowa. With intense fury the wind 
piled up drifts many feet high. 
Railroad service was almost at a 
stan ill this morning. 

In Omaha and Council Bluffs. 
this morning thousands waded 
through the snow to get to their 
places of business, while thousands 
of others were unable to reach 
downtown. Street car service was 
almost wholly disrupted, especially 
in Council Bluffs, where twenty 
inches of snow was reported.

CORK, March 15.—The spirit of 
Irish Nationaliem is strong in this 
ancient city by the pleasant waters 
of the River Lee. One finds refiec- 
ted on all sides many of the opin- 
ions expressed by William O’Brien 
in the exclusive interview which 
he gave your correspondent. There 
is a strong conviction hereabduts 
that if representatives of the Free 


State government and the irregu- 
lars could meet around a council 
table a peace could some way or 
other be patched up. There is no 
doubt but that the present govern- 
ment is unpopular. 
Mr. O'Brien naturally knows 
sentiment throughout Munster, for 
in the old days he was sent to the 
Westminster Parliament as the 
representative of constituencies in 
both the county and city of Cork.

TOKIO, March 15.—Japan also 
has its alien labor trouble or thinks 
it has. Fourteen Chinese carpenters 
who were brought to Japan on a 
contract by a Japanese furniture- 
making firm have been ordered de- 
ported. The police. who issued the 
deporation regulations, declared 
that it is the fixed policy of the 
Japanese government to deport all 


ers, and declare that the constant 
disputes between Japanese and 
Chinese workers, arising from the 
fact that the latter work for lower 
wages, leaves e police no other 
alternative b to repatriate the 
Chinese workmen. 

The owner of the furniture-mak- 
ing firm who employs the Chinese 
declares that he had received a 
special sanction permitting 
to have Chinese skilled in wood- 
work in his firm, and that the or- 
der for deportation came when he 
sent the names of the Chinese for 
registration as required by the law. 
He maintains that the deportation 
of skilled carpenters is an outrage, 
and that skilled workers in wood 
cannot be regarded as ordinary 
laborers, but rather should be 
looked upon as professional men. 

The Chinese, however, with 
their wives and families, have been 
compelled to leave; several police- 
men escorting them aboard a ves- 
sel ready to leave for Shanghai.

It oper- 
ates a«izty-five banking effices in 
forty-five California cities, and has 
correspondents and affiliated banks 
that cover the globe.

While more than 900 stocks are 
traded in on the exchange all the 
transactions are made at twenty- 
five pose; twenty in the big room 
ard five in the little one. At cer- 
tain posts as many as sixty stocks 
are dealt in, some highly active and 
others so moribund that there is 
only a transaction once ina year 
or two. Practically the exchange 
as the same machinery as twenty- 
ve years ago, although the busi- 
ness has increased greatly. Some 
times the machine groans from 
overstrain. 

There are 1100 members, but the 
number regularly on the floor 
ranges from 659 to 650. Once 
standard stocks received most at- 
tention. Now, not infrequently, 
shares comparatively new com-

Specialists play an important 


role on the exchange. Figures in 
this branch are G. Clinton Miller, 
Stuyvesant Fish, Herbert Breifus, 
Blair Williams, Erastus Teft, J.

Specialists change at times.

Jay Carlisle was a sugar broker 

for twenty years. Now he is the 
head of a firm of odd-lot dealers 
and incidentally a specialist in su- 
gar stocks. 
Of the old boys of the exchange, 
J. H. Whithouse, who became a 
member in 1857 and John Amory, 
who was admitted in 1869, stand 
out in bold relief. Mr. Amory is 
on the floor every day filling his 
own orders and executing business 
for other houses. 

The big stock exchange houses 
have from ten to fifteen brokers at 
their disposal. When one of them 
is wanted his name appears on a 
disc in the telephone booth and 
this sign also appears on two 
sides of the large board room and 
at one end of the small room. 

What makes a good floor brok- 
er? Like ‘the girl who had a little 
curl right in the middie of her 
forehead, the stock broker of the 
exchange must be very, very good 
or he ie horrid. Those who are 
qualified to judge says he is sub- 


of mentality and ability in the 
world. If he cannot deliver the 
goods he must step aside. He must 
have extraordinary quickness of 
perception, be accurate and have 
a wonderfully good memory. He 
must be able to sense the market 
and make quick decisions and usu- 
ally be right in so deciding. He 
may have to put through half a 
dozen transactions in a minute 


dealt, the price and the number of 
shares. etc. Thie thing repeated 
many times in a lively day makes 
up part of hia days work. And 
at all times he must keep cool or 
he will be swamped. 

Floor brokers get so habituated 
to their work that they think it is 
easy. But it isn't and never can 
be. And it is getting harder for 
today there are 300 per cent more 
stocks dealt in than there were 
twenty-fiVe years ago, and the 
membership is the same. ; 

One-half of the floor of the new 
bulldi has been given over to 
bond trading. Recently there has 
been a change in the system, 80 
that now there is what Is called an 
active crowd and an inactive. This 
has tended to improve tbe condi- 
tions in bond dealings decidedly. 

How do the men on the flour of 
the stock exchange measure up 
with those on the cotton exchange 
and the Chicago Board of Trade? 
No one can answer. There is no 
way to measure. On the stock ex- 
change the men group around 
posts. They are on a level floor 
and move about as their business 
necessitates. 

On the Chicago Board of Trade 
they assemble in pits, one for 
wheat, one for corn, one for pro- 
visions and one for dealing in oats, 
rye and barley. On the cotton ex- 
change there is a pit somewhat 
like that of Chicago, but smaller. 

In Chicago all business is done 
by floor brokers, very few firms 
having partners filling the orders. 
In one thin Chicago certainly 
equals the New York exchange. 
That is in the near riot that seems 
to be under way when the market 
is lively. 

Like the stock exchange, the 
cotton exchange has its star per- 
former. Those of today include

Sometimes the broker moral- 
izes; “Our business is just one 
thing after another.

On the Pacific Coas* the surplus 
from the excellent and rapidly sold 
fruit crop, and the steadily sus- 
tained demand for lumber to sup- 
ply the building boom, have fur- 
nished the means for active pur- 
chesing during a series of moathe. 
The mountain section is profiting 
largely by the greatly increased de- 
mand for all metals at steadily rie- 
ing prices. The middle ag«ricul- 
tural and South agricultural sec- 
tions are buying as the result of 
sustained high prices for farm prod- 
ucts, and especially corn ard cot- 
ton. The North agricutural sec- 
tion, which has bought compara- 
tively little for,several months, is 
now beginning to catch up. The 
East, espectally the coal region, 
still shows the costly drag of strike 
conditions, but there was marked 
Improvement during February.

NEW YORK, March 15.—The 
outstanding news in today’s over- 
night cables being confirmation of 
the report that Germany was 


seeking terms from France, based 
on a new reparations agreement, it 
was to the foreign, exchange 
market that financial atténtion was 
directed. This time it moved to 
some purpose. A decided recovery 
in the franc, both at New York 
and London, carried the rate to 
the highest figure since February 
9, when the market was reflecting 
a favorable turn in the Turkish 
negotiations. The German mark 
did not move today and sterling 
declined a full cent to $4.68 3-8. 
For the last named movement 
there were evidently special 
causes, possibly not unconnected 
with British government remit- 
tances. But Italian and Belgian 


exchange rese with the franc, end 


the French Republic 8 per cent 
bonds again touched on the New 
York stock exchange the highest 
point reached since the break and 
recovery following the march into 
the Ruhr. 

It naturally remains for the 
financial markets to learn when 
and how the German terms will 
be submitted, what their actual 
scope is and how far, if publicly 
submitted, they can be expected to 
meet the ideas of France and 
Belgium. No enthusiasm was 
shown on today’s European stock 
markets, which, having refused to 
decline on the Ruhr complica- 
tions, are not likely now to rise 


fon any other news from the con- 
tinent than a positive settlement 
‘of the dispute. Our own stock 
was again strong in the 
main, but with signs of relaxing 
Vigor in the forward movement. 

Several industrial shares made 
further advances of a polnt or two, 
but not all of these were main- 
tained, and a few of the stronger 
stocks of the early trading ended 
with actual net declines. The 
‘railway shares again did nothing 
and the stock market as a whole 
ended with almost as many losses 
as gains for the day. . 

Nothing in the weekly Federal 
reserve statement suggested any 
early change in the policy regard- 
ing discount rates. In the entire 
‘gystem, rediscounts increased $41,- 
500,099, but note circulation de- 
‘creased $13,400,000. At the New 
Vork Reserve Bank rediscounts 
were $9,300,000 larger. . These 
are not important movements, 
‘they leave the reserve ratio only 
slightly changed.

Tomato Blight

ORANGE, March 15.—The aid 
of the United States Department 
of Agriculture has been solicited 
by the Orange County Farm Bupeau 
and local growers to conduct an 
investigation of Western Yellow 
Blight on tomatoes in this county 
with a view to controlling its 
spread, 

The disease is said to be 
ing inte prominence 
county because ot its 
damage to tomato plantings. 

A co-operative arrangement has 
‘been made by a farm adviser 
with M. Shapovalov, plant patho- 
logist of the division of plant in- 
dustry, to estab! experimental 
plots on two soll “types in the 
county—esandy and clay loam soil. 
The disease will be studied under 
various amounts of water, applica- 
tion and controlled field culture. 

The disease is not new, it was 
stated, but is apreading so rapid- 
ly that it is becoming an economic 
factor in production. It is found 
in practically all regions from Utah 
to the Pacific Coast and from Mex- 
40% te. Sritish Getubibia. The en- 
tire tomato infiustry is interested 
in the central project as very lit- 
tle is kn of the actual cause 
ot the disease und factors favor- 
ing its development.

OF GERMANY 
DISCOUNTED 


Expert Says That Country 
is in Better Shape Than 
Any Other in Europe 


The depreciation of German cur- 
rency has virtually wiped out Ger- 
many’s internal debt and, aside 
from the reparations problem, that 
country is in a stronger financial 
condition than any other nation in 
Europe. | 

This meseage was delivered by 
John Moody, national financial ex- 
pert, who is making a tour of this 
‘country, investigating economig 
and financial conditions. Mr! 
Moody spoke before University 
Club members yesterday at noon. 

“The value of the mark will 
never be restored,” Mr. Moody de- 
clared. “Germany has thrown into 
the world more than 3,000,000.000,- 
000 marks since the end of the 
war and if this were to be convert- 
ed into its gold value today it 
would not amount 40 more than 
$200,000,000. The mark may be 
stabilized at this present quotation 
or even at ten times the present 
value, but it will never return to 
its original value. 

“The crash of Germany did not 
occur today—that country reached 
rock bottom long ago. There has 
been no attempt to stabilize 
finances. The wealth of Germany 
has not been wiped’ out—it has 
merely been segregated into the 
hands of industrial and financial 
barons. 


Doctor Hurled
